ARTICLE  ONE:  I  hereby  revoke  all  former  wills  and  codicils  by  me  at 
any  time  made. 

ARTICLE  TWO:  Under  the  will  of  my  father,  the  late  Charles  Isham,  which 
was  admitted  to  probate  by  the  Probate  Court  for  the  District  of  Manchester 
State  of  Vermont,  on  or  about  the  l8th  day  of  September,  1919,  I  have  been 
given  the  income  of  his  residuary  estate  during  my  lifetime  and  a  general 
testamentary  power  of  appointment  with  respect  to  the  said  residuary  estate, 
which  power  of  appointment  I  have  partially  released  by  instrument  dated 
October  26,  1951.

Anna  Prehoda,  Mary  Prehoda  and  Raymond  Bushee,  or  the  earlier  death  of  the 
survivor  of  said  Wilma  Batease  and  Raymond  Croff  (said  period  being  herein- 
after referred  to  as  the  "trust  term.")  and  during  the  trust  term  to  pay  the

p  ty  the  net  income  quarterly,  in  perpetuity,  (i)  one-third  to  the  American 
National  Red  Cross  having  its  national  headquarters  in  Washington,  District 
of  Columbia,  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  chapters  of  the  national 
organization  operating  from  time  to  time  in  the  State  of  Vermont,  including 
such  chapters  or  branches  as  may  be  in  or  near  the  County  of  Bennington, 
(ii)  one-third  to  The  Salvation  Army,  a  Vermont  corporation,  if  The  Salvation 
Army  is  incorporated  at  the  time  of  my  death  in  the  State  of  Vermont,  or  if 
mot  then  so  incorporated,  to  The  Salvation  Army,  a  religious  and  charitable 
organization  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
to  be  used  and  applied  for  the  exclusive  use  and  benefit  of  its  work  in  the 
State  of  Vermont,  including  the  County  of  Bennington,  as  its  appropriate 
governing  Board  in  its  discretion  may  direct,  and  (iii)  one-third  to  American 
Cancer  Society,  Inc.,  to  be  used  and  applied  for  the  exclusive  use  and  benefit 
of  its  work  in  the  State  of  Vermont,  including  the  County  of  Bennington,  as  its 
appropriate  governing  Board  may  direct.

I  hereby  declare  that  except  as  hereinabove  provided  I  do  not  intend 
by  this  will  to  exercise  any  power  of  appointment  which  I  may  have  and 
that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  constitute  an  exercise  of  any  such 
power. 

I  further  authorize  and  empower  the  trustee  of  the  trusts  hereinabove 
created  to  retain  for  such  period  as  said  trustee  shall  deem  proper  any 
property  forming  part  of  said  trust  under  the  will  of  my  father  at  the  time 
of  my  death  and  to  exercise  all  the  powers  given  to  my  executor  by  Article 
NINE,  subdivisions  (3),  (5),  (6),  (7),  (8),  (9)  and  (11)  of  this  will. 
This  authorization  shall  apply  to  anyone  acting  as  trustee  of  such  appointed 
property  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  will. 

I  direct  that  any  transfer,  estate,  inheritance,  succession  and  other 
death  taxes  which  shall  become  payable  by  reason  of  my  death  in  respect 
of  the  property  appointed  by  this  Article  TWO  of  my  will  shall  be  paid  out 
of  that  part  of  said  trust  under  the  will  of  my  father  appointed  by  sub- 
division (12)  of  this  Article  TWO. 

ARTICLE  THREE:   I  give  to  the  Smithsonian  Institution  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  the  following: 

(a)  Mr 3  Abraham  Lincoln's  chicken  leg  coffee  set  consisting  of 
four  pieces,  sugar,  creamer,  pitcher  and  saucer. 

(b)  Seven  cups,  seven  saucers  and  seven   dessert  plates  of  a  china 
set  used  in  the  White  House  by  President  and  Mrs  Lincoln. 

(c)  Portrait  of  Abraham  Lincoln  painted  from  a  daguerreotype  by 
Kenyon  Cox,  now  in  the  dining  room  of  my  house. 

ARTICLE  FOUR:   I  give  to  The  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  to  be  placed 
in  the  national  headquarters  at  Anderson  House,  Washington,  D.C.,  the 
following : 

(a)  Portrait  of  Charles  I sham  in  uniform  of  the  Veterans  Corps 
of  Artillery,  painted  by  his  brother  Samuel  Isham  in  the 
early  1900' s  now  in  the  upstairs  hallway  of  my  main  dwelling. 

(b)  Portrait  of  Lincoln  Isham  in  uniform  of  Berkeley  School 
painted  by  Samuel  Isham  now  in  the  upstairs  hallway  of  my 
main  dwelling. 
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(c)  Two  portraits  of  military  persona  in  the  wlfcra  of  Viy& 
War  of  1812  painted  by  Samuel  I shorn  and  now  located  in 
the  large  room  of  my  studio  building. 

(d)  Letter  from  George  Washington  to  William  Thornton  dated 
Mount  Version,  April,  1799. 

(e)  Letter  (two  pages)  from  Count  de  Pulaski  to  M  Silas  Deane 
dated  Paris,  1787. 

(f )  Letter  from  Chauncey  Depew  to  Lincoln  Isham  dated  December 
28,  1925.  These  three  letters  are  in  the  corner  cabinet 
of  the  living  room  in  my  main  residence. 

Ail  expenses  for  the  delivery  of  the  legacies  given  by  Articles  THREE 
and  FOUR  shall  be  an  administration  expense  of  my  estate. 

ARTICLE  FIVE:   I  request  that  my  executor  cause  to  be  removed  from  my 
dwelling  house,  my  guest  house  and  my  so-called  playhouse  at  Dorset,  Vermont, 
all  items  of  my  tangible  personal  property  not  hereinbefore  effectually 
disposed  of  which  it  deems  to  be  of  sufficient  value  to  a  suitable  auction 
room  preferably  in  New  York  City,  for  sale  by  it  and  I  direct  that  all  such 
other  tangible  personal  property,  including  automobiles,  be  sold  at  public 
or  private  sale  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it  shall  deem  proper. 

ARTICLE  SIX:   In  a  desire  to  cooperate  with  my  neighbors  at  Dorset, 
Vermont,  in  maintaining  the  character  of  the  neighborhood  and  to  protect 
their  holdings,  I  request  my  executor  to  attempt  to  sell  my  property  at 
Dorset  in  parcels  or  as  a  whole  to  any  one  or  more  of  such  neighbors  at  a 
price  or  prices  which  a  real  estate  agent  selected  by  my  executor  believes 
to  be  reasonable  for  the  same.  As  to  any  parcels  or  the  whole  of  my  holdings 
not  so  desired  by  my  neighbors,  the  same  may  be  sold  at  public  auction  or 
private  sale,  the  time,  place  and  manner  of  sale  to  be  in  the  sole  discretion 
of  my  executor.  However,  a3  to  the  meadow  land  on  the  easterly  side  of 
West  Road  designated  on  the  map  of  my  property  prepared  by  Herman  Chase, 
surveyor,  Alstead,  New  Hampshire,  in  1952  as  "3"  and  consisting  of  16.39  acres, 
any  sale  thereof  shall  be  limited  to  parcels  of  not  less  than  five  acres  in 
area. 

The  above  provisions  are  purely  precatory  and  shall  not  give  any  neighbor 
or  any  other  person  any  right  against  my  estate,  executor  or  said  real 
property. 

Any  action  taken  by  my  executor  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Articles 
FIVE  and  SIX  of  this  will  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  as  to  all  persons 
interested  or  claiming  to  be  interested  in  my  estate  and  all  expenses 
required  to  carry  out  these  provisions  shall  be  en   administration  charge  of 
ray  estate. 

ARTICLE  SEVEN:   All  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my  property 
and  estate,  real  and  personal,  of  whatever  nature  and  wherever  situated 
and  whether  acquired  by  me  before  or  after  the  execution  of  this  will, 
including  any  property  hereinbefore  mentioned  but  not  effectually  disposed 
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of     all  of  which,  is  hereinafter  called  my  residuary  estate,    I  give  and 
devise   (i)  one-third  to  the  American  National  Red  Cross  having  us 
nSonal  headquarters  in  Washington,    District  of  Columbia,    to  be  used  for 
the  benefit  of  the  chapters  of  the  national  organization  operating  from 
time  to  time  in  the  State  of  Vermont,   including  such  chapters  or  branches 
as  may  be  in  or  near  the  County  of  Bennington;    (li)   one-third  to  The 
Salvation  Army,    a  Vermont  corporation,   if  The  Salvation  Army  is  incorporated 
a^the  timeVf  my  death  in  the  State  of  Vermont,   or  if  not  then  so  incor- 
porated,  to  The  Salvation  Army,    a  religious   and  charitable  organization 
organised  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,   to  be  used 
and  applied  for  the  exclusive  use   and  benefit  of  its  work  in  the  Stateof 
Vermont,   including  the  County  of  Bennington,    as  its  appropriate _ governing 
Board  in  its  discretion  may  direct;    and  (iii)   one-third  to  American  Cancer 
Society,   Inc.,   to  be  used  and  applied  for  the  exclusive  use  ana  benefit  of 
its  work  in  the  State  of  Vermont,    including  the  County  of  Bennington,    as 
its   appropriate  governing  Board  may  direct. 

ARTICLE  EIGHT:      I   direct  that   all  transfer,    estate,    inheritance, 
succession  and  other  death  taxes  vhich  shall  become  payable  by  reason  01 
my  death  in  respect  of  property  owned  by  me  at  the  time  of  my  aeath  and 
passing  under  this  will    (but  not  by  the   exercise   of   any  power  of  appointment) 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  principal  of  my  residuary  estate   as   an   administration 
expense  without  apportionment.      I  direct  that  all  such  taxes  which  shall 
become   so  payable  in  respect  of  any  other  property  included  in  the  computation 
of  such  taxes   shall  be   apportioned  against  and  paid  by  the  persons  m 
possession  thereof  or  benefited  thereby  in  the  proportion  that  the  value   of 
the  property  or  interest  received  by  each  such  person  benefited  bears  to  ttu 
total  value  of  the  property  and  interest  received  by  all  persons  beneficed 
the  values   as   finally  determined  in  the  respective   tax  proceedings  being  the 
values  to  be  used  as   the  basis   for   apportionment  of  the  respective  taxes. 

ARTICLE  NINE:      I   authorize  and  empower  my  executor  '.nth  respect  to  my 
estate  to  exercise  from  time  to  time  in  my  executor's   absolute  discretion 
and  without  prior   authority  from  any  court,    in  respect  of  any  property

Here  is  a  description  of  our  house  which  we  have 
been  giving  out  to  visitors. 

I  wonder  if  there  is  any  light  that  you  can  throw 
on  the  Isham  family  and  their  past  history. 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  they  lived  in  a  build- 
ing on  our  property  well  before  Robert  Todd  Lincoln 
bought  it  in  1905  and  constructed  the  home  in  which 
we  now  live. 

I  thought  you  would  be  interested  in  know  that  on 
March  2  8  at  Parke-Bernet  some  interesting  Lincoln 
items  are  being  auctioned  off. 

Of  interest  to  us  are  two  lots  containing  photographs 
of  the  Isham  family  and  interiors  of  their  homes.   We 
are  hoping  that  some  of  those  interiors  will  be  of  the 
home  we  now  occupy. 

I  am  trying  to  find  out  how  Samuel  Isham  was  related  to 
Lincoln  Isham.   I  would  presume  that  Samuel  was  the 
brother  of  Charles  Isham.   I'd  appreciate  any  clarifi- 
cation that  you  can  give  me. 

I  am  going  to  trace  off  the  names  inscribed  into  a  sterl' 
ing  silver  cigarette  box  that  was  given  to  Robert  Todd 
Lincoln  in  1905  as  I  think  you  will  find  those  names  of 
interest  and  perhaps  you  can  help  me  identify  their  re- 
lationship with  Mr.  Lincoln.

Many  of  our  guests  have  evidenced  an  interest  in  the 
history  of  the  house  which  you  are  now  visiting. 

This  house,  with  the  twin  house  next  door,  was  built 
by  Robert  Todd  Lincoln,  Abraham  Lincoln's  son,  as 
gifts  for  his  daughters,  Mrs.  Warren  Beckwith  and 
Mrs.   Charles  Isham. 

Robert  Todd  Lincoln  tore  down  the  existing  properties 
in  1905  which  had  been  on  the  sites  since  1840,  and 
built  the  new  houses  on  the  old  sub-basements,  which 
still  exist  as  utility  centers  and  both  contain  wine 
cellars  which  were  reputed  to  have  either  been  wine 
repositories  or  old  root  cellars. 

The  houses  are  a  combination  of  Adams  and  Victorian 
style  and  the  architecture  was  approved  and  supervised 
by  Stanford  White  and  it  is  said  that  he  had  a  hand 
in  designing  the  homes. 

All  the  plaster  moldings  and  wood  carvings  are  still  in 
their  original  state,  as  are  many  other  decorations  in 
the  house. 

The  elevators  are  among  the  earliest  ever  to  be  placed 
in  a  private  residence  in  New  York  City  and  we  have  been 
told  by  the  Otis  Elevator  Company  that  ours  is  the  oldest 
private  elevator  that  they  know  of. 

Abraham  Lincoln's  great  grandson,  Lincoln  Isham,  was  born 
on  June  8,  1892  and  lived  in  this  house  with  his  parents 
until  June  8,  1919,  when  he  got  married.   He  remained  in 
the  house  with  his  Mother  until  1930  and  then  moved  to 
138  E.  36th  Street  while  his  Mother   remained  in  this 
building.   In  1931  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lincoln  Isham  moved  to 
4  40  Park  Avenue  where  they  resided  until  19  39  and  they 
left  New  York  City  in  1960.   Lincoln  Isham  passed  away 
September  1971. 
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According  to  the  information  available,  Mrs.  Charles 
Isham,  Lincoln  Isham's  Mother,  lived  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  where  she  died  on  November  21,  19  38.   However, 
another  record  has  her  moving  back  to  New  York  City 
in  1938  to  19  East  72nd  Street. 

For  the  past  several  years  this  has  been  used  as  the 
"Celanese  House"  and  thousands  of  people  from  all  over 
the  country  have  visited  it.   Unfortunately,  many  still 
do  so  we  have  disconnected  the  front  door  bell. 

Of  equal  historic  significance  is  the  fact  that  the 
sub-basement  is  so  deep  that  we  have  the  only  exposed 
sewer  pipes  in  the  City  of  New  York.   They  are  three 
feet  above  the  sub-basement  floor,  and  for  anybody  who 
cares  to  photograph  them,  we  have  a  Polaroid  camera 
available. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  two  and  one-half  story 
house  which  immediately  adjoins  the  Lincoln  home  was  at 
one  time  an  operating  dairy  and  the  plot  of  land  occupied 
by  that  building  extends  behind  the  house  which  adjoins 
ours  and  in  that  extension  was  the  dairy  equipment. 
Supposedly  the  dairy  was  in  operation  from  1847  until  1910.
